tackle for five yards and the 
TD.

Free led the Elba offense with 
55 yards rushing and 97 yards 
off three pass receptions while 
Bob Duram, Harold Hudson 
and Spurlin were tough up 
front on defense.

Catile Industry 
Grows In State 


Carlton Larkins, Coffee coun. 
ty cattle grower, told the Elba 
Rotary Club Monday that beef 
cattle has become the second 
largest farm crop in Alabama, 
led only by cotton, 

The first cattle recorded sold 
in Alabama was in 1749 when 
a house and lot in Mobile was 
traded for cows, and by 1800, 
many Indians and white set- 
tlers had devoleped large herds 
and in 1830 a bull was imported 
from England to Coffee coun- 
ty by a Mr. Hall. There was a 
wave of tick fever between 1820 
and 1860 with difficulty in 
stamping it out being opposit- 
ion from the farmers themsel- 
ves who objected to dipping 
thier cattle in the belief the 
cattle would be poisoned. 

Not only has cattle become 
the second largest farm crop 
in Alabama but it ranks 18th 
in the nation, fourth in the 
Southeast, and sixth among 
States east of the Mississippi in 
cattle production, Mr, Larkins 
said. There has been a 147 per- 
cent increase in cattle produc- 
tion in Alabama in the last 10 
years compared with an _ in- 
crease of 54 per cent in the na- 
tion. In Coffee county 427 far- 
mers are producing beef cat- 
tle, he said,

South Overcomes 
Second Obstacle 


George C. Wallace told the 
Rotary Club Monday that the 
South has already overcome 
one of its greatest handicaps 
and is now rapidly overcoming 
its second great deterrent to 
progress, 

For many years freight rates 
against the South were so dis- 
criminatory that it was cheapet 
to ship an item from Evans- 
ville, Ind. to Birmingham than 
it was to ship the same _ item 
from Birmingham to Evans- 
ville, but after years of efforts 
by Southern leaders, that has 
been changed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The other great handicaps is 
a lack of skilled labor. For a 
long time Alabama, and other 
Southern states, had outstand- 
ing schools of medicine and en. 
gineering but totally overlook- 
ed training men and women for 
skilled trades. In 1947 Alabama 
had only 1 per cent of the 
skilled labor in the nation, but 
in 1951 under the Wallace Act, 
trade schools were established” 
which have graduated 32,000 
persons. 

“The South has a destiny ta 
perform,” Mr. Wallace said. ,In 


the foundation of the United 
States of America, the names 
of five men stand out, hey 


were; Peyton Rando!ph, Patrick 
Henry, Thomas Jefferson. 
George Washington, James 
Madison and George Mason, 
the last-named being the auth- 
or of the Bill of Rights. Every- 
one were Southerners, 

“In recent years our country 
has been subjected to influen- 
ces which would have consti- 
tuted a radical departure from 
the ideals of these men.” Mr. 
Wallace said, “and it has been 
the “leveling influence” of 
Southern Congressmen a nd 
Senators which have been a 
check on these influences.”
